The transformer Is used to retinae tbe cur- 
rent down to 63 volts. 
Fifty-two volts Is 


not dangerous. One thousand Is danger- 
ous, Tbe current would pass through tbe 
transformer.

Cardinal Tasehereau, who is slowli 


passing away, is, or was, one of the 
foremost churchmen in the Catholic 
hierarchy on this side of th6 Atlantic 
His full name is Elzear Alexandre Tas 
chereauj and he was born in Sainte 
Marie de la Beauce, Quebec, in 1820 
HP. is of French descent. 
His great 


grandfather emigrated from Touiainc 
in 1746. When eight years of age Bl 
zcar was sent to the seminary of Que 
bee, anil nine years later went to Home

and a year later received Ihe tonsure. 
The same year he returned to Quebec 
and resumed his theological studies,a-mi 
on the 13th of September, 1842, was or- 
duined a priest. 
He -was* soon after 


ward appointed 1o the chair of moral 
philosophy in the seminary of Quebec 
which position he filled jor 12 years 
with gneat ability. During-this period 
he opposed the ultramaonlane tenden- 
cies, of the church, displacing a degree 
of liberality that excited much com- 
ment in clerical circles. Tn 1847, when 
an unknown and fatal fevfr devastated 
Grosse island, he voluntet red to assist 
tne local chaplain in ministering to 
the sick and dying1, ami labored as- 
siduously until he was stricken with 
the .fever? and for weeks Tiis life hung 
by a thread. 
In 1854 hr w as, sent to 


Home by the second provincial coun- 
cil of Quebec to present i'.s degrees to 
Pope Pius IX. for raltinca'fion. He re- 
mained there for two years, making a 
study of common law. He received the 
degree >of doctor of cnnon law from 
the Roman seminary in 1S3G. On his 
return to Quebec lie became director 
of the Petit seminaire, and held the 
post till 183D. when he was appointed 
ilireatoi of 'the Grande seonlnaire and a 
memibeir of the council of public in- 
struction for lower Canada. 
In I860 


he became supervisor of the seminary 
and rector of Laval university, and in 
38G2 accompanied Archbishop Baillar- 
geon on a visit to Home. On his return 
be received the appointment of vicar 
general of the daocese of Quebec. In 
1S03 business of the university again 
called him to Borne, and in the follow- 
ing year he was appointedsupervisoro! 
fbe Grande eeminaire, his term of bffice 
having expired. He was in attendance 
at the ecumenical council at Borne in 
1S70, and on the death of the archbishop 
of Quebec in the same year he was ap- 
pointed administrator of the arc'hdao- 
cese jointly with Vicar General Cazeau. 
In February, 1871, he was appointed 
archbishop of Quebec and consecrated 
on the 19th of March by Archbishop 
Lynch, of Toronto. He visited Rome a 
number of times on business connected 
with the affairs of the archdiocese. In 
1S86 he was created the first' Canadian 
cardinal, the <bere|tta being conferred 
upon him with grand pomp at Quebec 
on the 21st of July, Immediately after 
his elevaiion he issued a circular letter 
forbidding- the use of spirituotis or 
fermetated liquoite and bazurs and en- 
tertainments given by church societies, 
and also prohibiting the sale of such 
beverages on Sunday. 
This letter 


wrought a great reform in the church 
membership throughout Canada, and 
other reformatory regulations intro- 
duced by him have resulted in elevating 
the character of the church generally, 
He was exceedingly active in promot- 
ing the cause of popular 
education, 


and establishing scores of charitable 
End benevolent institutions in nil por- 
tions of the domain.

Early in the spring of 18S5 Bufino 


Barrios assembled his army of 20,000 
men on the plains about Guatemala 
City and proclaimed the unification of 
Central America. He proclaimed him- 
self dictator and summoned the presi- 
dents of Honduras and'Salvador to join 
him with their forces. He also senti*ord 
to the presidents of Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua, asking- them for the last time to 
come into the union. He gave a great 
fete that day, and- there was a review in 
which Reyna Barrios, now a general of 
ilivision, led his artillery past his u«cle 
amidthewildcheersofthepopulace. In 
the evening there was a special per- 
formance at the opera house, which

THE GARROTE. 


Spain's Horrifying Mettotl of Execut- 


Ine Condemned Murderere. 


The garrote by which the anarchist 


who killed the Spanish premier was 
executed is named after its inventor, a 
Spanish ironworker, who witnessed a 
bungling execution by a relative on the 
gallows, which was the method emr 
ployed by Spain up to about 30 years 
ago by carrying out the sentence o£ 
death. 


Garrote wondered fhat a more expe- 


ditious, and, therefore, merciful, meth- 
od had n'ot been discovered. He little 
thought then that he would be the one 
to furnish, his country with a substitute 
for the gallows, but the thought liaunt- 
ed him so long that he at length found 
It assuming ordered form in bis mind, 
and in time the ponderous death-deal- 
ing machine that has immortalized him 
in his country came to be a fact. 


The two points of excellence claimed 


for the garrote are these: That it cnn 
be made with reasonable care to kill 
instantly, • and that it t.heds ncrt one 
drop of blood. Force that is measured 
by horse-poll er is tlie agency it em- 
ploys, and its aim is the breaking of 
the victim's ncclc. 


The unfortunate is first made to sit 


in a cliair directly under two heavy iron 
bars, one of which is adjusted on the 
back of his neck, and the other, vulgar- 
ly known as the corbatin, or necktie, 
under his chin. Then the executioner 
jgraspe the handle, gives a vig-orous 
twist, and death is instantaneous. The 
Entire machine is made of iron and or- 
dinarily 
weighs 
several 
hundred 


pounds. 


Persons who have witnessed all sorts 


of capital punishment are unanimous 
in the opinion that gairating is the 
most revolting and appalling of all. It 
is not always as expeditions as its in- 
ventor made it possible to be. A vi- 
cious executioner can prolong it prac- 
tically at will, and herein is the sys- 
tem's great drawback, as it is now con- 
stituted. Cases are cited in which the 
process was prolonged 20, 30 minutes, 
even three-quarters of an hour! The*ex- 
ecutiorreir merely gave twist enough to 
the handle or lever to choke bis victim.

rules of decency. The Tassai women of 
New Guinea wear two or thrfce petti- 
coats, one over another, and nothing 
else. If the native women of Sumatra 
have their knees properly covered the 
rest does not matter, while the- native 
women of some parts of Alaska, who 
have been induced to remove the 
heavy ornament which hangsfromtheir 
lower lip, act as if they were much 
ashamed and embarrassed. 


The Maoris of both, sexes in New 


Zealand put on clothes when the 
weather grows cold, while the natives 
of some islands off the coast of G uinea 
wear clothes only when they are going 
on a journey. Some Indians of Venezue- 
la are ashamed to wear clothes before- 
strangers, as it seems, indecent to them 
to appear unpamted. 


"In Taiiiti," says. Sir John Lubbock, 


"a person not properly tatttood would 
be as much reproached and shunned as 
if with us he should go about tie streets 
naked." The Papuans- of the south- 
west coast of New Guinea think that 
clothing is fit only for women. In the 
Andaman islands tlie women think the 
same thing about the men.

Greenland as it is in Paris. Tl» main- 
spring of everything the Greenland«rs 
do, according to Crauz, is their fear of 
being blamed or mocked by other men.

fully ten per cent, of the patients treat- 
ed there owe their injuries to the bites 
of cats afflicted with hydrophobia. 
These wounds are considered by the 
medical officers in attendance to pre- 
sent a greater degree of danger than 
the bites of mad dogs, not because there 
Is any difference in the virus, but be- 
cause, in the first place, the teeth of 
cats, fbeing more pointed than those 
of (Jogs, inflict a -deeper wound, and 
also because a mad dtog usually Hastens 
nis fangs into the arm, the hand or 
the leg, while a cat invariably jumps 
for the face of the person it attacks. 
The nerve centers are far more ex- 
posed in the face than in either the 
arms or legs, and hence the virus en- 
ters into the circulation more rapid- 
ly by means of a bite in the face than 
through one elsewhere in the body. It 
may be added that the returns of the 
Pasteur institute for the last year show 
that one per cent, of the patients who 
lave submitted themselves to treat- 
ment have been bitten by mad' cows.— 
N. Y. Tribune.

Jumping COCOOHD. 


^ome of our readers who have been 


jn Mexico, or the southwestern United 
States, may have amiused themselves 
by watching the quetr motions ot 
"lumping- beans," which are the eeed- 
•utscls of a plant, each of wihich con- 
tains the pupa of an insect .whose 
spasmodic movements, cause- "the- beain 
to hop and roll about. More remorka- 
hle are the "jumping cocoons," recent- 
ly described by Dr. Sharp and found in 
South Africa. The cocoon is formed 
by the mother insect, and is very hard. 
The pupa, when/ ready to emerge, must 
cut its way out. 
The front of its head 


has a sharp chisel edge, and by driv- 
ing this against thle inside oi the shell 
it gradually makes a hole. The vio- 
lent motions of the pupa within, canse 
the cocoon to leap so that ona has been 
seen to spring out of a small 
tumbler.—Entomologist.
